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Engineering Students at McGill Remove Daily From Stands 



MONTREAL (CUP) - Four 

thousand copies of the McGill 
Daily were stolen from the 
stands March 10, apparently 
by McGill engineering stu- 
dents. 

Papers were removed from 
distribution boxes in about 
seven buildings on campus 
that morning. 



The engineers were upset 

over the coverage of student 
society presidential can- 
didates, and they attacked a 
comment article supporting 
candidate Fred Methot. 
According to editor-in-chief 

Brahm Pascal Resnik, the 
paper was within its rights 
when it published the opinion. 



"We had a spread to 
introduce the candidates/' 
said Resnik. "I think that was 
perfectly fair. We made every 
effort to make it as fair as we 
could." 

"Publishing commentary is 
part of our duty. People 
whould start getting used to 

that." 



Resnik said some of the 
missing copies were found in 
snow banks and salt boxes on 

campus, and were returned to 
the stands by McGill Daily 
staffers. 

The paper has informed 
campus security of the seizure 
and is considering taking 
action against the students 
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Dr. Best was among those present at the kick-off for the Laurentian Fund 

Candidates For President; Rest Acclaimed 



Royal Senter, Bill Bradley, 
and Loretta Clipperton are the 
three candidates vying for the 
position of Students' General 
Association President. All 
three had the necessary 25 
signatures in by the Wed- 
nesday last deadline. 

Royal Senter was a surprise 
last minute entry. On Tuesday, 
March 16th, he had been 
confirmed by the SGA Council 
as the Chief Returning Officer 
for the election, but vacated 
that position in order to enter 
the Presidential race. SGA. 
President Bill Scott took over 

the position of CRO in Senter's 

absence. 

Other positions saw no 
multiple entries. Indeed, the 
four openings for student 
Senator drew only three can- 
didates, the first being Larry 
Scott, Bill Scott's brother, and 
the the others being Darcy 
McGuire and a third whose 
name had not been released to 
Lambda by the CRO, 

The tone applicant for Vice 
President External is Joan 
Buchanan while the Vice 
President Social will go to 
Maurice Pelletier. Like the 
Senators, the two Vice Presi- 
dents will be acclaimed. The 
fourth Senate position will be 
decided on in a by-election 
next fall. 



In other news, SGA Presi- 
dent was given a $275 bonus 
by the SGA council on Tues- 
day, March 16th. The decision 
was made in an in-camera 
session of the council from 
which the press and all 
non-members of the Council 
were excluded. In* the first 



term Scott was also awarded a 
bonus by the Council. Cur- 
rently under consideration, to 
be decided on next council 
meeting, is whether or not to 
incorporate the amounts of 
the bonuses into the regular 
Presidential salary for the 
upcoming year.

Proposed Women's Centre Endorsed

Darlene Osborne, a mem- 
ber of the "Women's Com- 
mute" at Laurentian Uni- 
versity attended the Students' 
General Association meeting 
on March 16. Osborne pre- 
sented a seminar on sexual 
harassment of women and the 
need for a womens' centre at 
Laurentian University where 
these problems can be dealt 
with. 

Bill Scott stated that "Coun- 
cil supports the establishment 
of a womens centre." Scott 
proposed a motion, and 
seconded by Mario Cortis, that 
the SGA endorse the en- 
deavors of a Womens' Centre 
Advisory Committee and to 
notify Dr, Best of the Council's 

concerns of this matter. The 
Council was unanimously in 
favour. 



Following the seminar was 
the Election Report. Scott 
announced that this year's 
CRO at Laurentian University 
is Royal Senter from Thorneloe 
residence. 

Next on the agenda was a 
Report on the NFC conference 
held recently in North Bay. 
Nancy Weisbrod stated that a 
number of various topics were 
discussed at the conference 
such as; the Week of Action, 
"what would happen to 
Northern Ontario Universities 
if under-funding occurred.", 
the OSAP program, and 
others. 

Following the NFC report 
was a report on the Week of 
Aciion. Matt Shaughnessy, 

Northern Ontario Field worker 
for the Ontario Federation of 
Students, attended the 



meeting to summarize what 
went on during the Week of 
Action across Canada, On 
March 11th in Thunder Bay, 
800 people from Lakehead 
University and Confederation 
College protested against tui- 
tion increases. In Sault Ste. 
Marie, 60 people from Sault 
college protested against tui- 
tion increases. In Edmonton 
A I ber ta, 2200 students and 
Faculty marched to the provin- 
cial legislature to protest cut- 
backs and tuition increases. 
Several demonstrations and 
protest were held in BC, Nova 
Scotia, Quebec, and in other 

areas of Ontario. 
The Laurentian Fund was 

the final item discussed at the 
council meeting. Dave Broni- 
cheski stated that two ten- 
tative aggrements were drawn 
up by the Laurentian Fund 



who were caught and photo- 
graphed removing the papers, 
pers. 

Tony Bettino, president of 

the Engineering Under- 
graduate Society, claims his 
group was not officially in- 
volved in the seizure. He did, 
however, attack the McGill 
Daiuly's decision to support 
Methot. 

"I perceive a student news- 
paper as a group that reports 
on what goes on. Instead, 
they've gone out of their way 
to use this means of publicity 
to influence people's de- 
cisions/' said Bettino. 

He said EUS had purposely 
avoided using its newspaper, 
The Plumber's Pot, as a 
publicity vehicle for its can- 
didates, 

"All along, we have not 
gone out and publicized who 

we are supporting, but it is a 
well known fact that we are 
supporting Bruce Williams and 
Bruce Hicks (a vice- 
presidential candidate) in this 
election/' said Bettino. 

"Last year, an engineer 
(Williams) ran for vice- 
president internal, and we 
wanted to give him some 
publicity," said Bettino. But he 
claimed this had been de- 
clared illegal by that year's 
Chief Returning Officer. 

"We thought the rules 
would be the same this year, 
but obviously not," Bettino 
concluded. 

Students society chief re- 
turning officer Paul Duff was 

unsure if the paper's action 
was legal. 

"Various candidates have 

come up to me with some 
concern/' said Duff. "I agreed 
that (the paper) shouldn't be 
{supporting a specific can- 
didate) but I have no power to 
confiscate the Daily or prevent 

publication of what they did/' 
Resnik said the paper's new 
incorporation takes it out of 
student society jurisdiction. 
This is the first year the paper 
has operated as a seperate 
legal entity. 

"According to the old rules, 
when the student society was 
our publisher, no campus 
publication or media could 
take a position on the elec- 
tion," said Resnik. 

"This year, the Daily Pub- 
lications Society is the pub- 
lisher of the Daily and it has 
no policy on the elections/' he 

said. 

Resnik said the McGill 

Daily has done a better job on 
election reporting this year 
than in previous years. 

"In the past, there have 
been subtle, unstated biases," 
he said. "This is much more 
honest. We're telling people 
where we stand."

The projects I outline are 
designed to fill gaps in present 
SGA policy or Jack thereof. 

The last SGA council mee- 
ting saw a presentation made 
by a woman's rep. asking the 
SGA to support a woman's 
centre.

First, as everybody knows, 
the 80's are not going to be a 
reincarnation of the 60's.

Don't forget that they were 
affluent times. These days 
times are tough. Students are 
fighting to preserve the status- 
quo — that is, university 
funding and their acces- 
sibility to it. They're not saying 
"Get out of El Salvador." 
What counts are summer jobs, 
campus services and af- 
fordable education. They're 
pleading for more library 
books and journals. They're 
not burning books or trashing 

computers. 

But students must realize 
tht demonstrations are but one 
small tactic. The real action is 
in buildng solid coalitions with 
your local business, govern- 
ment and labour leaders, 
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The general public must 
support us. At the rally in the 
Great Hall during our day of 
action we had support letters 
from the Chamber ofCom- 
merce, the Regional Govern- 
ment Chariman and some 
politicians. Physically present 
were Henry Best, LU's Presi- 
dent, a Faculty Association 
representative, a labour rep. 
from Local 6500 Steelworkers, 
the media, plus members of 
our various student bodies. 

That's a start. What we 
need is to convince them to 
put pressure on the higher 
levels of government, the 
national business .community 
and the public at large. We 
have a product here. It's 
knowledge, whether in busi- 
ness savvy, the delivery of 
social services, scientific know 
how, or artistic acuem. Know- 
ledge is power. Without it the 
japans will browbeat us. Our 
national cultural identity will 
slide.

Whether or not the Bourns 

Report is ever actualized is 

relevant. Only the adminis- 
tration supports the recom- 
mendations. The SGA and 
various faculty associations, 
while supporting the need for 
restructuring in principle, have 
serious objections to the re- 
port. The new administrative 
structue would increase ad- 
ministrative costs. However, 
the Province has not exactly 
said they will support this 
increase. At a time when 
money is tight, for the univer- 
sity to increase its deficit 
would make us vulnerable. 
The report, admittedly a draft, 
includes no detailed analysis 
of the effects of the re- 
structuring on existing course 
offerings. The composition of 
the new Board of Governors is 
such that the LU campus and 
the Sudbury community 
would be grossly under- 
represented. Indeed student 
representation would suffer as 

well. 

Thus until the Bourns Re- 
port itself is restructured to 

meet these and other con- 
cerns, I cannot agree that the 
SGA should be part of a 
process of translating it from 
paper to reality.

The report has been re- 
jected by all bodies that would 
be affected.

cultivating the media. It 
suggests participating in the 
fund raising process wherjsby 
Laurentian is attempting to 
diversify its fiscal base. 

I have done th«s before. For 
over two years both as a 
volunteer and staff person I 
contacted businessmen, re- 
search groups, government 
bodies and lobby groups in 
Sudbury, across Canada and 

the world, includng the United 
Nations, for aid in the Sudbury 

2001 economic development 
project. I also negotiated 
$25,000 from the Young 
Canada Works Program for a 
solar energy project. 

Listening to the Laurentian 
community I note two kinds of 
discontent — a lack of control 
and communication. We do 
not have a vote on the 
Board of Governors. Every 
other university student body 
in Ontario has. Complaints 
abound about the Pub: the 
music lacks "variety." Beer 
prices escalate without much 
input from the SGA or stu- 
dents. "Computer errors" pop 
up. We've lost our market 
share to the downtown and 
residence pubs. I recall four 
years ago that you had to be at 
the pub by 8:30 to get a seat 
on Thursday, Friday and Sa- 
turday. Everyone was up dan- 
cing by 10:30. What's hap- 
pened? 

A second form of creeping 
malaise concerns the SGA. 
What do we get for our 
money? Where is a budget? 
How much money and where 
was it granted under the clubs 
and organizations fund? Some 
campus councils see the SGA 
more of a hinderance than a 
help. What is this LU fund alt 
about? They're taking $20/year 
off me. Where is it going? 
These concerns I hear. 

What could alleviate much 
of the above is open govern- 
ment. Let's get up before the 
students regularly and tell 
them what we are doing and 
listen to their response. Why 
not use the full page in 
Lambda every week. Let's 
attend the smaller council 
meetings, and see what both 
levels can do for each other. 

Every so often we should 
Knock on doors. The key is 
going to the people. Why wait 
for them to come to us, and 
when they fail to appear 
blaming it on their apathy. 
Let's not blame the victim. 

Lastly, I would like to men-, 
tion this. I have put a lot of my 
time and energy into this 
school. From Tate 1977 to 
Sepember 1981, I have written 
a considerable number of 
articles for Lambda from 
energy to student politics. My 
most recent articles dealt with 
the Established Program Fi- 
nance Act cutbacks. Up to 6 
universities in Ontario could 
close. I was on the External 
Affairs Committee of the SGA 
(76-77), a UC rep (77-78) and 
student senator this year. I 
helped organize student vo- 
lunteers for the Sudbury 2001 
economic conference in 1978. 
I care. I am committed. I have 
the drive and energy. I have 
support in the community and 
all over this campus. Vote Bill 
Bradley.
